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THE IRHAD AND THE SENUSSI. 


A writer in the “Pall Mall Gazette.” dis- 
oussing the recent outbreak in Nigeria, say 
that if ever a mighty straggle is organise! 
against the white iotrader it will be organized 
in the north. Here will be found the heart and 
brain of such a movement, and here already 
to-day there.is in evidence a syatematic organi- 
zation ceaselessly at work, as many an officer 
of both the British and French colonial levies, 
who has encountered its sigos and symbols, 
can tel'. From time to time there have been 
volcanic outbursts, but the hour for a more 
general eruption would seem to be deferred, 
and until then the European may still count on 
he adherence of his native levies, and laugh, 
if be will, at the notion of an effective coalition 
against him, 

Nevertheless, the ranks of the West African 
native regiments, and undoubtedly our Sada 
nese battelions farther east, are crowded at 
rhe present moment with the adherents of this 
secret propaganda ; and its priests, its travel- 
ling mallahs, or missionaries come and go from 
east to west, trom north tosouth, as freely 
and almost as invisibly asthe winds them- 
selves. We so far recognise the advisability, 
however, of keeping their movements under 
observation that it haa long been the rule 
with us to compel these men to carry small 
passbooke, which have to be checked and 
signed by every British commandsnt in whose 
station they seek to stay. And it will afford 
some notion of the ubiquity of these peripatetic 
Makaten when I say that a British officer 
recently, on examining the passbook of one of 
them on the Gold Coast, foond that the man 
mast have been in Khartoum at aboat the 
time of Gordon's death there. 

Not long since a native sergeant of the 
French levies deserted and joined the Nigerian 
forces. From this man, who was disposed to 
be very communioative, a brvsket officer inform: 
ed the writer that he learnt many particulars 
concerning the hopes and aspirations buried in 
the hearts of the native-races, as well as of the 
mysterious organization lying in the back 
groond by which they sro stimalated and 
inspired, 

“One day,” said this man, “when all is 
ready, we shall drive the white people oat of 
Africa ; bat the time is not yet come.” Moean- 
while, he evinced no anwillingness to accede 
to his British officer's reqaest that he should 
point ont to him the members of the secret 


ranks of the force in which he was serving, 
and whenever the two were together he was 
in the habit of giviug bis officer a prearranged 


him. In this way the officer ascertained that 
more than half of the men serving in his 
command belonged to the brotherhood, and 
that two were actually priests, or mullahs, of 
this vest and far-reaching organization. 

With regard to the latter itself, he learnt 
much that was highly interesting. Something 
like 600 miles acuthward from the Mediter- 
ranean, and 500 from the Nile, lies the head- 
quarters of this great fraternity, In the inao- 
cessible town of J. ffo, in the oasis of Kafra, 
sorronnded by inhospitable desert, with wells 
sixty and seventy wiles apart, and the route 
known only to experienced guides—any one of 
whom would die a thousand times rather than

betray it—the able and mysterious personage 
who is regarded by the myriads of his devoted | 
followers as the trae Mahdi is watching, plan- 
ning,and preparing for the great day,so long and 
eagerly expected, whenthe green standard 
sball be unfurled over Africa, and the dark 
races shall rise and battle for the land of their 
fathers. 

It has been too often assumed, even by 
intelligent people, that the natives of Africa 
possess no ideals, no patriotism, or aspirations 
as to the fatare of their race. Never was 4 
greater error. Regarding himself as the equal, 
if not saperior, of the white man, the native 
is filled with a deep resentment at the latter's 
confiscation of his territory, weapons and 
liberty. The resolt is that for a long time 
there has been growing and spreading an in- 
stinctive community of unrest, and a corres- 
ponding community of longing for the hour 
and the Man that shall enable them to orash 
the hated white people who have so arrogantly 
seized their continent. 

Now, to one who bas lived long within 
touch of this vast evolation of haman forces, 
the two facts of most noticeable importance 
are the steady development of this cmmn- 
nity of native feeling and the asctaal pre- 
sence of the Man—the potential Leader : a 
personality, moreover, not limited by the 
span of haman life, bat repreeented by the 
headship of the confraternity. And what com- 
munity of African feeling has Senussi-ism 
already achieved ? 

By its ceaseless propaganda and lofty Mo- 
hamedan ideals it has drawn into a common 
brotherhood of religious enthusiasm the in- 
telligent, liberty-loving Somali, the more de- 
graded negro of Senegambia, the fierce nomadio 
Arabsof the north, the ease-loving Adamawese, 
and the savage Mabas of Southern j. It is 
still moving southward, and if it has all 
this it can also inspire to onited action the 
less varied peoples of Southern Africa. Mobs- 
medanism is making wonderfal progress in the 
interior of the continent. It is crushing out 
Paganism, snd wherever it goes there also goes 
the Senussi propaganda, for a beacon, as it 
were, upon the hilltops, waiting only for the 
master-hand to apply the torch. 

It has been estimated that the actually 
affiliated members ot Seaussi-ism namber ten 
millions, which would be bat a fraction of the 
total force available if Senassi proclaimed the 
Jehad. Secure in the heart of the 
wilderness, he has accamalated in bis strong: 
hold hoge stores and manitions of war. He- 
possesses an armoury as well as an extensive 
factory for the mapofactare of arms and am- 
munition, while others, of the latest pattern, 
are constantly transported thither from at least 
three parts of Africs, in company with cara- 
vans bearing costly gifts and despatches from 
his numerous secret agents. who are at work 
not only in Africa, bat in Earope as wall. 

Bat Senussi is an astate statesman, who, 
jast as he refased to associate himself with the 
false Mahdi of Khartodm, will only move 
when a favourable copjanction of circumstances, 
such as a great war in Earope, farnishes him 
with an opportanity to appeal to a wider unity 
of Mohamedan sentiment and action than 
has beeo seen for ages. 

Officers who have watched the movement . 
both from Khartoum and Nigeria are satisfied — 
that whan such a psychological moment arrives 
the E:ropean will be coufronted with over- 
whelming nambers, having an ‘infinitely sua- 
pstior military efficiency and armament than 
any yet encountered in Africa ; while nombers 
will have learnt the arts of civilised warfare in 
the West African and Sudanese regiments of 
ourselves and the,French. 

To the native races of Africa the fierce 
warlike spirit of militant Mohamedanism is 
infinitely more attractive than the higher 
moral standard of Christianity. Hence the 
former's rapid progress in Central Africa and 
the certainty of its farther inflaence south of 
the Zambesi. Even these tribes which know 
not the name of Mohamed woald realise on 
the morn of a Jehad that the man and the 
chance had come at last to strike a deadly 
blow at the hated white race. 

From amidst the wastes of the Sahara a 
keen eye is watching the development of 
events to the north as to the far south, \where 
avy troubles arising from the fisccid policy 
of Britain will be noted as surely as was the 
Majaba sarreoder, which abolished throngh- 
out Africa the legend of British omnipotence. 
To those upon the scene who have.made a 
close stady of the problems of underground 
Af ica, nothing would appear more likely than 
that the outbreak of a great Boropean war, 
in which the three gréatest holders of African 
territory were eogaged, would set the Dark 
Continent in a mighty blaze from the Atlas 
Moantains to Table ee

An extraordinary general meeting of the 
Nile Valley Company, Ltd., was held on! 
March 5th at Winchester House, Old Broad. | 
street, Locdon, B.C., Mr. R. J. Price, M. P., | 
presiding.

These, as ovloary values, 


THE EGYPTEANS IN SINAL 


PROF. PETRIE'S FOURTH LECTURE. 


Prof. Flinders Petrie gave tbe fourth of 


bis leotares at the Continental Hotel, Cairo, 


yesterday afternoon. The subject was the 


exploration of the antiquities of Sinai by 


Prof. Petrie’s party last winter. Views were 


‘shawn of the historic road down to Sinsi, 


and the water of Elim. The party firat s‘ayed 
at the mines of Wady Maghareh, which 
were a ronrce of turquoise from the time of 
the firat dynasty. Far above the mines is 4 
carved relief of Samerkhet, a king of the Ist 
dynasty, conquering ths Badawy chief ; this 
is the oldest scalptared scene on a Inrze 
scale that is knowo. The modern miners had 
onbappily desteoye! mora than half of the 
long series of later inscriptions, and those 
that were lef: have been nearly all removed 
fr safety to the Csiro Maseum, 

From here the prety want to the mines 
and temple of Serabit el Khadem, about twenty 
miles to the north. This temple is on 
plateau of sandstone, which falls away ip 
precipices eight hundred fect high, and is 
cat through by deep gorges. Oa approaching 
the temp'e many shelters of stones are seen, 
some with religious tablets set up in them, 
These appear to have been used by thoxe 
who came to sleep by the temple in order 
to obtain oracular dreams. Sach stoned are 
the parallel to the Bethel stone of Jacob's 
dream. 

The original temp'e was only a rock-cave, 
with altars placed in it, snd a row of memorial 
atones set ap in front of it. ‘hia was first 
started as early ax Sanefara at the close of the 
thicd dyns-ty, and was mnch enlarged in the 
twolf:h dynasty before 3,000 Bc. Qa the bill 
in front of the temple burnt sacrifices were 
bontinual!y off-red, ao that a great mass of 
ashes was accumalated of which sbout fifty tons 
yet remain ander later baildiogs. Sabsequent- 
ly, in tha eighteanth and ninetesnth dynastie’, 
the temp'e was greatly extended, antil it was 
over two hundred feet in length. 

‘I'he largest chambars in the temp'e were 
for courts of ablations, with a tank in the 
middle and pillurs placed aroand it. This is 
the prototypa of the Aanafiyeh oourt of the 
Moslom mosqne. It shews the great importance

SUDAN DEVELOPMENT. 


EXPERIMENTAL FARMS. 


The experimental farmy which the Govern- 
ment has estab'ished in this country, says the 
“Sadan Times,” have in their way done mach 
that is valuable in the agricaltaral develop: 
ment of the Sodan, Althongh few know exactly 
what theve farms are doingowing to the mystery 
in which their progress has been shrouded #0 
far, yot those who visit them speak highly of 
the results obtained at them and consider them 
as a practical and free school for the edacation 
of the natives. 

It is time, however, that the experimental 
farms snd especially the central farm took & 
step forward. The great prob'em of agricultaral 
labonr should be tackled and the day is not far 
off when the country will bsconfronted with it. 

As the Sudan is expected to be one of the 
world’s grain-prodaciog countries it is advis- 
able to commence some experiments on how 
to supplement tha limited laboar supply tbat 
ig available in it. Now that the long-expeoted 
Red Sea Railway is open, and the price of fael 
has been vastly redaced, the hoor is propitious 
to experiment /on the use of steam machinery 
for plooghing, mowing and threshing. By 
comparing tha cost ot work done by machinery 
with the sama when done by manual labvar 
it shoald not ba diffisalt to determine the 
cheaper means. That the wages of agricultural 
labourers will rise is foresxen by all. This rise 
will certainly prove detrimental to the interests 
of the conntry for then the cost of raising its 
cotton and cereals will increase, thas making 
it doubly diffisalt forthe Sudan to compete 
with other countries in placing its prodaots on 
the markets of the world. 

We appreciate the difficulties which stand 
in the way of realising the above. 

A large som of money will have to be foand 
in order to meet the initial expenses, in addi- 
tion toa handsome yearly allowance for the 
apkesp of the machiaery. Bat the resalts will 
surely jastify any outlay. If favourable —and 
we balieve they will bs so—paople will not be 
deterred from cultivating large areas of land
